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pounds  per  hour.  The  cream  was 
separated  off  and  made  into  but¬ 
ter  by  a  huge  churn  with  a  1000 
pound  capacity,  while  the  rest  of 
the  milk  went  through  the  de¬ 
hydration  process.  The  pow¬ 
dered  milk  was  shipped  by  the 
United  States  government  to 
foreign  countries  in  the  1940’s  as 
part  of  the  Lend-Lease  Program. 

The  dehydration  machine 
used  to  make  the  powdered  milk 
was  the  largest  available  at  that 
time.  Milk  flowed  over  red  hot 
rollers  forming  a  paper  thin 
coating.  Knives  removed  the 
dried  milk  from  the  rollers 
which  then  dropped  into  a 
shaker  box.  The  dried  milk  was 
then  screened  and  packed  into 
paper-lined  barrels.  The  pow¬ 
dered  milk  was  lighter  than 
flour  and  was  used  extensively 
for  baking  purposes.  People  can 
remember  the  workers  coming 
out  of  the  plant  covered  with  the 
white  powder. 

When  the  Creamery  closed 
for  the  last  time  in  the  early 
1960’s,  many  Clifford  Township 
farmers  hauled  their  milk  to  the 
Nicholson  plant,  which  had  to 
add  a  second  shift  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  demand. 

In  recent  years,  the  Cream¬ 
ery  has  been  converted  into 
apartment  units.  The  new  roof 
line  in  the  center  portion  of  the 
building  was  built  during  re¬ 
pairs  made  to  the  building  after 
damage  from  a  fire.  Currently, 
another  apartment  renovation  is 
in  process. 

A  postcard  from  approxi¬ 
mately  1913  shows  the  original 
Clifford  Creamery  in  the  lower 
left  corner.  This  is  the  same  lo¬ 
cation  as  the  current  creamery 
structure. 

For  reference,  the  street  near 
the  words  “View  near  Clifford, 
PA”  is  the  current  Main  Street 
of  Clifford,  Route  106.  Today  this 
stretch  of  Rt.  106  is  the  location 
of  many  of  Clifford’s  businesses, 
including  a  grocery  store,  hard¬ 


ware  store,  a  restaurant/motel, 
pizza  shop,  post  office,  phar¬ 
macy,  sign  shop,  an  automotive 
store,  a  doctor’s  office,  lawyer’s 
office,  chiropractor,  smoke  shop, 
dollar  store,  beverage  store, 
video  rental  business,  used  car 
lot,  a  bank,  two  hairdressers, 
dance  studio,  an  exercise  busi¬ 
ness  and  more.  Both  of  Clifford’s 
cemeteries  are  clearly  visible  on 
the  left  side  of  this  photo.
